I suppose the 
President also considers a 
number of great American news- 
papers guilty of “ abysmal 
ignorance.” Their trained re- 
porters, stationed in spots 
around the world where your 
tax dollars flow freely, re- 
port what happens to them.

A STORY THAT WON’ T DIE

It seems to me that the 
President might save his 
sharp-tongued words for those 
who deserve them. It can 
hardly be pleasant for Ameri- 
cans to see their President 
condemn as ignoramuses those 
who wish to conserve your 
hard-earned dollars —- while 
at the same time he turns the 
other cheek to Fidel Castro 
and exchanges sweet talk with

as if they will not be per- 
mitted to do so. This is due 
chiefly to the stalwart per- 
sistence of National Review, 
the conservative weekly maga- 
zine; of Robert Morris, fornm- 
er counsel of the Senate 
Internal Security Committee, 
who was Bang-Jensen’s attor- 
ney; and of Lyle C. Wilson, 
head of the Washington bureau 
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of United Press- International. 

First, a brief fill-in on 
the background of the Bang- 
Jensen case, and then the 
latest details as developed 
by National Review, Mr. Morris 
and Mr. Wilson. 

Povl Bang-Jensen was a Dan- 
ish diplomat who held a post 
in the Secretariat of the 
United Nations. In 1956, Boss 
Khrushchev of Soviet Russia 
earned for himself the title 
of Butcher of Budapest by 
ruthlessly putting down the 
Hungarian freedom revolt. 
Later, a committee of the 
United Nations was named to 
investigate the circumstances. 
Mr. Bang-Jensen, with the 
approval of the Secretary- 
General of the UN, interviewed 
81 Hungarians, and guaranteed 


to them — in order to protect 
their relatives and friends 
in Hungary — that their names 
would never be revealed. But 
when his investigation was 
completed, all sorts of press- 
ures were put on Bang-Jensen 
to give up the list of names. 
He stood his ground. He knew 
that to reveal the names would 
mean they would fall into the 
hands of Soviet representa- 
tives in the United Nations. 
Finally, in January of 1958, 
the list of names was burned 
in Bang-Jensen’s presence. 

But the Reds do not give up 
so easily. Bang-Jensen was a 
senior political affairs off- 
icer in the UN secretariat. 
Six months after the burning 
of the names, the Secretariat 
was reshuffled, Bang-Jensen 
was fired from his job, and 
he was replaced by a Soviet 
communist representative. 
That was in July, 1958. Six- 
teen months later —- on last 
Thanksgiving — Bang-Jensen’s 
body was found in a woods in 
Long Island with a bullet in 
it. The case was officially 
closed as suicide. 

But it won’t stay closed. 
It now appears that there may 
have been a great deal more 
than merely keeping those 
names secret, behind Bang- 
Jensen’s loss of his job and 
his subsequent odd death. 








Evidently the ruthless 
action of Khrushchev in Hung- 
ary was too much for some of 
his own citizens, particularly 
as they had become acquainted 
with a different way of life. 
Certain Soviet citizens at 
United Nations headquarters 
wanted to defect to the United 
States. They knew they were 
taking their lives in their 
hands - that complete secrecy 
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was necessary. They went to 
Bang-Jensen — the only man in 
the United Nations they knew 
could keep a secret —- and 
asked him to intercede for 
them with our government. But 
they wanted himto go directly 
to the President because, 
they said, both our delegation 
to the UN, and the U.S. CIA 
(Central Intelligence Agency) 
were infiltrated by Red agents. 


BIGGER THAN THE HISS CASE? 


Bang- Jensen could not get 
to the President. So the Sov- 
iet citizens who were seeking 
asylum here finally agreed 
that it would be all right if 
he talked to Allen W. Dulles, 
the head of our Central In- 
telligence Agency. Bang-Jen- 
sen tried over and over again 
to see Mr. Dulles without 
success. Then it was decided 
to take a chance and talk to 
somebody whom Dulles would 
name. About eight meetings 
were held with this person; 
then one of Dulles’ aides 
wrote a memorandum, with car- 
bon copies. They got around 
to other government agencies. 
Soon after this, Boss Khrush- 
chev’s government in Moscow 
reached into the UN and haul- 
ed out the people who wanted 
to defect. They were returned 
to the Soviet Union. 


These facts were checked by 
Judge Robert Morris, whom 
Bang-Jensen asked to serve as 
his attorney after he was 
fired fromhis UN job. Follow- 
ing Bang-Jensen’s strange 
death, National Review print- 
ed this story. Not a peep 
came from Mr. Allen Dulles or 
his Central Intelligence 
Agency. Then Lyle Wilson put 
the story in newspapers all 
over the country. The CIA was 
on the spot. So finally, more 
than six weeks after Bang- 
Jensen’s death, the CIA de- 
claredthat Mr. Dulles had met 
with Bang-Jensen in December, 
1957, but that he had reveal- 
ed no information about Red 
infiltration in the UN or CIA. 

There are two very queer 
things about this CIA state- 
ment. First, Bang-Jensen did 
not wish toconfer with Dulles 


primarily about Red infiltra- 
tion. He wanted protection 
for Soviet citizens who wish- 
ed to defect to the United 
States. Second, it now turns 
out, according to National 
Review, that this so-called 
“conference” tookplace.a year 
after Bang-Jensen first start- 
ed trying to see Mr. Lulles - 
and that it was not a confer- 
ence at all, but a luncheon in 
somebody’s home where many 


people were present, including 
newspapermen — hardly a place 
where Bang-Jensen would dis- 
cuss so delicate a subject. 
In any case, the Senate 
Internal Security Committee 
is now looking into this 
whole story, so perhaps we 
are going to find out if 
Judge Morris was right when 
he said that ‘‘the Bang-Jensen 
case is bigger than the Hiss 
case.” - John T. Flynn
